timed. All the lesser States of Germany were alarmed, 
and Prussia disdained to play the réle of Piedmont. 


Had the Regent favoured, in the least, the designs of 


the Emperor, every other German State would at-once 
have joined with Austria, and the ‘question of 
the Hegemony have been settled. Much, it now 
appears, was arranged between the Emperors of 
Prussia end Austria at, Toeplitz. Without a dis- 
tinct understanding that she will not be deserted in 
the hour of peril, Austria would not be so insane as 
to threaten and prepere for hostilities. With Hun- 
gary dissatisfied, with s dispirited army and a bank. 
rupt treasury, war now would end in the disruption 
of Austria, were she not materially assisted by the 
German States. It is asserted by many independent 
authorities that Count Rechberg has addressed a note 
to Count Cavour, distinctly threatening that Austria 
will join her forees with those of Naples should any 
atteck be made by Garibaldi upon the South of 
Italy. The semi-official journal of Turin alone 
denies this. Garibaldi, however, fully understands, 
while he despises, the diplomacy of Cavour, and pub- 
lishes his refusal to obey that Minister's dissuasive re- 
quests. The end of Garibaldi's adventure has been 
foreseen by Piedmont at least. She has called out all 
her disposable forces, to the number of 200,000 men.
